RECOMMENDATION TO AWARD CONTRACTS FOR AS-NEEDED HEARING REPORTER
SERVICES (ALL DISTRICTS) (3 VOTES)

SUBJECT

Request approval for the Executive Office, Board of Supervisors to enter into a non-exclusive
contract with four (4) Hearing Reporter firms on an as-needed basis for stenographic recording and
transcript of administrative hearing services.

IT IS RECOMMENDED THAT YOUR BOARD:

1. Approve and authorize the Executive Officer of the Board of Supervisors to execute a non-
exclusive Contract with each of the four (4) firms listed on Attachment [, in a format substantially
similar to the sample Agreement as provided in Attachment Il, which has been approved as to form
by County Counsel, effective upon Board approval for a term of three (3) years, with two one-year
renewal options and six (6) month to month extensions exercisable by the Executive Officer of the
Board of Supervisors.

2. Authorize the Executive Officer of the Board of Supervisors to sign contracts with additional firms
during the ensuing three-year period and the two optional one-year renewal periods that meet all
minimum requirements and qualifications as outlined in the Request for Statement of Qualifications
(RFSQ).

3. Authorize the Executive Officer of the Board of Supervisors to encumber $100,000, representing
the estimated combined, aggregate, maximum annual cost for these services.
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PURPOSE/JUSTIFICATION OF RECOMMENDED ACTION

The Civil Service Commission, Employee Relations Commission, and other client boards and
commissions require the as-needed services of hearing reporters to provide stenographic recordings
and transcripts of administrative hearings. Through the master agreement process, the Executive
Office will be able to secure necessary hearing reporter services to be used as the need for these
services arises. For the past 5 years, this Department has utilized a non-exclusive contract to
perform these services.

Implementation of Strategic Plan Goals

This action is consistent with the County’s Strategic Plan Goal No. 1 of Organizational Effectiveness.
Contracts will improve internal operations through the utilization of contractors’ expertise to
effectively provide services in a timely and responsive manner.

FISCAL IMPACT/FINANCING

Rates are standardized for all firms under the contract. Services are used on an as-needed basis
and not projected to exceed $100,000 in any fiscal year. Funding for this service is available in the
Executive Offices’ Fiscal Year 2009-10 Adopted Budget.

FACTS AND PROVISIONS/LEGAL REQUIREMENTS

The contracts are intended to be used by the Executive Office to quickly obtain the services of
qualified hearing reporter firms to provide stenographic reporters to record administrative hearings.
The resulting list of qualified firms will also serve as a resource for departments wishing to hire
hearing reporters to record their administrative hearings.

The Agreement contains the required provisions pertaining to compliance with the County’s Jury
Service Program, Child Support Program, Consideration of GAIN/GROW Participants for
Employment, Recycled Bond Paper, The Safety Surrendered Baby Law, termination for non-
adherence of County Lobbyist Ordinance, Determination of Contractor Responsibility and Contractor
Debarment, and Defaulted Property Tax Reduction Program. This is not a Proposition A agreement
therefore, the Living Wage Program (County Code Chapter 2.201) does not apply to the
recommended Agreements.

There is no impact to County employees as these services supplement current resources and are
intermittent in nature.
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CONTRACTING PROCESS

In accordance with County contracting procedures and requirements, a Request for Statement of
Qualifications (RFSQ) was issued and a copy of the RFSQ was mailed to two of the four firms listed
on Attachment I. Additionally, notice of the availability of the RFSQ was placed on the County’s bid
website. Four Statement of Qualifications (SOQ) proposals were received and reviewed. Based on
the qualifications criteria set forth in the RFSQ, all four were reviewed and deemed qualified. These
proposals were complete, detailed, and highly responsive to the RFSQ. Community Business
Enterprise (CBE) information for each firm is shown in Attachment Ill. However, vendors were
selected without regard to gender, race, creed or color for award of an Agreement.

IMPACT ON CURRENT SERVICES (OR PROJECTYS)

There is no impact to County employees as these services supplement current resources and are
intermittent in nature.

CONCLUSION

Instruct the Executive Officer of the Board of Supervisors to prepare and sign contracts with the four
(4) firms listed on Attachment 1.

RECITALS

WHEREAS, the County may contract with private businesses for Hearing Reporter

Services when certain requirements are met; and

WHEREAS, the Contractor is a private firm specializing in providing Hearing

Reporter Services; and

WHEREAS, this Master Agreement is therefore authorized under California
Codes, Government Code Section 31000 which authorizes the Board of

Supervisors to contract for special services; and
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WHEREAS, the Board of Supervisors has authorized the Executive Officer of the
Executive Office of the Board of Supervisors or designee to execute and
administer this Master Agreement; and

NOW THEREFORE, in consideration of the mutual covenants contained herein,

and for good and valuable consideration, the parties agree to the following:

1.0 APPLICABLE DOCUMENTS

Master Agreement. In the event of any conflict or inconsistency in the
definition or interpretation of any word, responsibility, schedule, or the
contents or description of any task, deliverable, goods, service, or other
work, or otherwise between the base Master Agreement and the Exhibits,
or between Exhibits, such conflict or inconsistency shall be resolved by
giving precedence first to the Master Agreement and then to the Exhibits
according to the following priority:

No change to this Master Agreement shall be valid unless prepared
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pursuant to sub-paragraph 8.4 — Change Notices and Amendments and
signed by both parties.

Contractor Project Manager: The individual designated by the
Contractor to administer the Contract operations after the Contract
award.

County Project Manager: Person designated by County’s Project
Director to manage the operations under this Contract.

Fiscal Year: The twelve (12) month period beginning July 1st and
ending the following June 30th.

3.0 WORK

Pursuant to the provisions of this Master Agreement, the Contractor
shall fully perform, complete and deliver on time, all tasks,
deliverables, services and other work as set forth in the Statement of
Work, Exhibit F.

If the Contractor provides any tasks, deliverables, goods, services,
or other work, other than as specified in this Contract, the same
shall be deemed to be a gratuitous effort on the part of the
Contractor, and the Contractor shall have no claim whatsoever
against the County.
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4.0 TERM OF MASTER AGREEMENT

The term of this Contract shall be three (3) years commencing after
execution by County’s Board of Supervisors, unless sooner
terminated or extended, in whole or in part, as provided in this
Contract.

The County shall have the sole option to extend the Master
Agreement term for up to two (2) additional one-year periods and
six (6) month to month extensions, for a maximum total Master
Agreement term of five (5) years and six (6) months. Each such
option and extension shall be exercised at the sole discretion of the
Executive Officer, Board of Supervisors.

Contractor shall notify the Executive Office of the Board of
Supervisors when this Master Agreement is within six (6) months
from the expiration of the term as provided for hereinabove. Upon
occurrence of this event, Contractor shall send written notification
to the Executive Office at the address herein provided in Exhibit A.

Assumption or
takeover of any of the Contractor's duties, responsibilities, or
obligations, or performance of same by any entity other than the
Contractor, whether through assignment, subcontract, delegation,

merger, buyout, or any other mechanism, with or without

No Payment for Services Provided Following Expiration/

Termination of Master Agreement

Contractor shall have no claim against County for payment of any

money or reimbursement, of any kind whatsoever, for any service

provided by Contractor after the expiration or other termination of

this Master Agreement. Should Contractor receive any such

payment it shall immediately notify County and shall immediately

repay all such funds to County. Payment by County for services

rendered after expiration/termination of this Master Agreement shall

not constitute a waiver of County’s right to recover such payment

from Contractor. This provision shall survive the expiration or other

termination of this Master Agreement.

Invoices and Payments

5.5.1 The Contractor shall invoice the County only for providing
the tasks, deliverables, goods, services, and other work
specified in Exhibit F - Statement of Work and elsewhere
hereunder. The Contractor shall prepare invoices, which
shall include the charges owed to the Contractor by the
County under the terms of this Contract. The Contractor’s
payments shall be as provided in Exhibit G — Pricing
Schedule, and the Contractor shall be paid only for the
tasks, deliverables, goods, services, and other work
approved in writing by the County. If the County does not
approve work in writing no payment shall be due to the
Contractor for that work. The Contractor agrees to deliver
transcripts and copies within the calendar days requested by
the County as specified in the contract in Exhibit G — Pricing
Schedule.
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5.5.2 The Contractor’s invoices shall be priced in accordance with
Exhibit G - Pricing Schedule.

5.5.3 The Contractor’s invoices shall contain the information set
forth in Exhibit F - Statement of Work describing the tasks,
deliverables, goods, services, work hours, and facility and/or
other work for which payment is claimed.

5.5.4 The Contractor shall submit the monthly invoices to the
County by the 15t calendar day of the month following the
month of service.

Approval for
payment will not be unreasonably withheld, and in no
instance will such approval take more than two (2) weeks
from receipt of properly prepared invoices by the County.

Contractor shall cause each employee performing services
covered by this Contract to sign and adhere to the provisions
of the “Contractor Employee Acknowledgment,
Confidentiality, and Copyright Assignment Agreement’,
Exhibit H4-IT.

Contractor shall cause each non-employee performing
services covered by this Contract to sign and adhere to the

8.0 STANDARD TERMS AND CONDITIONS
AMENDMENTS

8.1.1

The County’s Board of Supervisors or Chief Executive Officer
or designee may require the addition and/or change of certain
terms and conditions in the Master Agreement during the term
of this Master Agreement. The County reserves the right to
add and/or change such provisions as required by the
County’s Board of Supervisors or Chief Executive Officer. To
implement such orders, an Amendment to the Master
Agreement shall be prepared and executed by the Contractor
and by the Executive Officer of the Board of Supervisors.

The Executive Officer of the Board of Supervisors or his/her
designee may, at his/her sole discretion, authorize
extensions of time as defined in Paragraph 4.0 - Term of
Master Agreement. The Contractor agrees that such
extensions of time shall not change any other term or
condition of this Master Agreement during the period of such
extensions. To implement an extension of time, an
Amendment to the Master Agreement shall be prepared and
executed by the Contractor and by the Executive Officer of
the Board of Supervisors.

ASSIGNMENT AND DELEGATION

8.2.1

The Contractor shall not assign its rights or delegate its duties
under this Master Agreement, or both, whether in whole or in
part, without the prior written consent of County, in its
discretion, and any attempted assignment or delegation
without such consent shall be null and void. For purposes of
this sub-paragraph, County consent shall require a written

amendment to the Master Agreement, which is formally

approved and executed by the parties. Any payments by the
County to any approved delegate or assignee on any claim
under this Master Agreement shall be deductible, at County’s
sole discretion, against the claims, which the Contractor may
have against the County.

8.2.2 Any assumption, assignment, delegation, or takeover of any
of the Contractor's duties, responsibilities, obligations, or
performance of same by any entity other than the
Contractor, whether through assignment, subcontract,
delegation, merger, buyout, or any other mechanism, with or
without consideration for any reason whatsoever
without County’s express prior written approval, shall be a
material breach of the Master Agreement which may result
in the termination of this Master Agreement. In the event of
such termination, County shall be entitled to pursue the
same remedies against Contractor as it could pursue in the
event of default by Contractor.

8.3 AUTHORIZATION WARRANTY

The Contractor represents and warrants that the person executing

this Master Agreement for the Contractor is an authorized agent who

has actual authority to bind the Contractor to each and every term,
condition, and obligation of this Master Agreement and that all
requirements of the Contractor have been fulfilled to provide such
actual authority.

8.4 COMPLAINTS

The Contractor shall develop, maintain and operate procedures for

receiving, investigating and responding to complaints.

8.4.1  Within thirty (30) business days after the Master Agreement
effective date, the Contractor shall provide the County with
the Contractor's policy for receiving, investigating and
responding to user complaints.

The County will review the Contractor’s policy and provide
the Contractor with approval of said plan or with requested
changes.

If the County requests changes in the Contractor’'s policy,
the Contractor shall make such changes and resubmit the
plan within five (5) business days for County approval.

If, at any time, the Contractor wishes to change the
Contractor’s policy, the Contractor shall submit proposed
changes to the County for approval before implementation.
The Contractor shall preliminarily investigate all complaints
and notify the County’s Project Manager of the status of the
investigation within five (5) business days of receiving the
complaint.

When complaints cannot be resolved informally, a system of
follow-through shall be instituted which adheres to formal
plans for specific actions and strict time deadlines.

Copies of all written responses shall be sent to the County’s
Project Manager within three (3) business days of mailing to
the complainant.

employees, agents, or subcontractors, to comply with any
such laws, rules, regulations, ordinances, directives,
guidelines, policies, or procedures, as determined by
County in its sole judgment. Any legal defense pursuant to
Contractor's indemnification obligations under this
Paragraph 8.6 shall be conducted by Contractor and
performed by counsel selected by Contractor and
approved by County. Notwithstanding the preceding
sentence, County shall have the right to participate in any
such defense at its sole cost and expense, except that in
the event Contractor fails to provide County with a full and
adequate defense, as determined by County in its sole
judgment, County shall be entitled to retain its own
counsel, including, without limitation, County Counsel, and
reimbursement from Contractor for all such costs and
expenses incurred by County in doing so. Contractor shall
not have the right to enter into any settlement, agree to any
injunction or other equitable relief, or make any admission,
in each case, on behalf of County without County’s prior
written approval.
COMPLIANCE WITH CIVIL RIGHTS LAWS
The Contractor hereby assures that it will comply with
Subchapter VI of the Civil Rights Act of 1964, 42 USC Sections
2000 (e) (1) through 2000 (e) (17), to the end that no person shall,
on the grounds of race, creed, color, sex, religion, ancestry, age,
condition of physical handicap, marital status, political affiliation, or
national origin, be excluded from participation in, be denied the
benefits of, or be otherwise subjected to discrimination under this

Master Agreement or under any project, program, or activity
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supported by this Master Agreement. The Contractor shall comply
with Exhibit C - Contractor's EEO Certification.

8.7 COMPLIANCE WITH COUNTY’S JURY SERVICE PROGRAM

8.7.1 Jury Service Program: This Master Agreement is subject

to the provisions of the County’s ordinance entitled
Contractor Employee Jury Service (“Jury Service Program”)
as codified in Sections 2.203.010 through 2.203.090 of the
Los Angeles County Code,a copy of which is attached as

Exhibit D and incorporated by reference into and made part

of this Master Agreement.

8.7.2 Written Employee Jury Service Policy

1.

Unless Contractor has demonstrated to the County’s
satisfaction either that Contractor is not a “Contractor” as
defined under the Jury Service Program (Section
2.203.020 of the County Code) or that Contractor
qualifies for an exception to the Jury Service Program
(Section 2.203.070 of the County Code), Contractor shall
have and adhere to a written policy that provides that its
Employees shall receive from the Contractor, on an
annual basis, no less than five days of regular pay for
actual jury service. The policy may provide that
Employees deposit any fees received for such jury
service with the Contractor or that the Contractor deduct
from the Employee's regular pay the fees received for
jury service.

For purposes of this sub-paragraph, “Contractor” means
a person, partnership, corporation or other entity which
has a contract with the County or a subcontract with a
County Contractor and has received or will receive an
aggregate sum of $50,000 or more in any 12-month
period under one or more County contracts or
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subcontracts. “Employee” means any California resident
who is a full time employee of Contractor. “Full-time”
means 40 hours or more worked per week, or a lesser
number of hours if: 1) the lesser number is a recognized
industry standard as determined by the County, or 2)
Contractor has a long-standing practice that defines the
lesser number of hours as full-time. Full-time employees
providing short-term, temporary services of 90 days or
less within a 12-month period are not considered full-time
for purposes of the Jury Service Program. [f Contractor
uses any subcontractor to perform services for the
County under the Master Agreement, the subcontractor
shall also be subject to the provisions of this sub-
paragraph. The provisions of this sub-paragraph shall be
inserted into any such subcontract agreement and a copy
of the Jury Service Program shall be attached to the
agreement.

. If Contractor is not required to comply with the Jury

Service Program when the Master Agreement
commences, Contractor shall have a continuing
obligation to review the applicability of its “exception
status” from the Jury Service Program, and Contractor
shall immediately notify County if Contractor at any time
either comes within the Jury Service Program’s definition
of “Contractor” or if Contractor no longer qualifies for an
exception to the Jury Service Program. In either event,
Contractor shall immediately implement a written policy
consistent with the Jury Service Program. The County
may also require, at any time during the Master
Agreement and at its sole discretion, that Contractor
demonstrate to the County’s satisfaction that Contractor

CONFLICT OF INTEREST

employed in any capacity by the Contractor or have any other
direct or indirect financial interest in this Master Agreement.
No officer or employee of the Contractor who may financially
benefit from the performance of work hereunder shall in any
way participate in the County’s approval, or ongoing
evaluation, of such work, or in any way attempt to unlawfully
influence the County’'s approval or ongoing evaluation of
such work.

8.8.2 The Contractor shall comply with all conflict of interest laws,

ordinances, and regulations now in effect or hereafter to be
enacted during the term of this Master Agreement. The
Contractor warrants that it is not now aware of any facts that
create a conflict of interest. If the Contractor hereafter
becomes aware of any facts that might reasonably be

expected to create a conflict of interest, it shall immediately

Should the Contractor require additional or replacement personnel
after the effective date of this Master Agreement to perform the
services set forth herein, the Contractor shall give first
consideration for such employment openings to qualified,
permanent County employees who are targeted for layoff or
qualified, former County employees who are on a re-employment list
during the life of this Master Agreement.
CONSIDERATION OF HIRING GAIN/GROW PROGRAM
PARTICIPANTS
8.10.1 Should the Contractor require additional or replacement
personnel after the effective date of this Master Agreement,
the Contractor shall give consideration for any such
employment openings to participants in the County's
Department of Public Social Services Greater Avenues for
Independence (GAIN) Program or General Relief
Opportunity for Work (GROW) Program who meet the
Contractor's minimum qualifications for the open position.
For this purpose, consideration shall mean that the
Contractor will interview qualified candidates. The County
will refer GAIN/GROW participants by job category to the
Contractor. Contractor shall contact the nearest

CONTRACTOR RESPONSIBILITY AND DEBARMENT

Responsible Contractor

A responsible Contractor is a Contractor who has
demonstrated the attribute of trustworthiness, as well as
quality, fitness, capacity and experience to satisfactorily
perform the Master Agreement. It is the County’s policy to
conduct business only with responsible Contractors.
Chapter 2.202 of the County Code

The Contractor is hereby notified that, in accordance with
Chapter 2.202 of the County Code, if the County acquires
information concerning the performance of the Contractor
on this or other contracts which indicates that the
Contractor is not responsible, the County may, in addition
to other remedies provided in this Master Agreement,
debar the Contractor from bidding or proposing on, or
being awarded, and/or performing work on County
contracts for a specified period of time, which generally will
not exceed three (3) years and terminate any or all existing
Contracts the Contractor may have with the County.
Non-responsible Contractor

The County may debar a Contractor if the Board of
Supervisors finds, in its discretion, that the Contractor has
done any of the following: (1) violated a term of a contract
with the County or a nonprofit corporation created by the
County, (2) committed an act or omission which negatively
reflects on the Contractor's quality, fithess or capacity to

perform a contract with the County, any other public entity,
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or a nonprofit corporation created by the County, or

engaged in a pattern or practice which negatively reflects

on same, (3) committed an act or offense which indicates a

lack of business integrity or business honesty, or (4) made

or submitted a false claim against the County or any other

public entity.

8.11.4 Contractor Hearing Board

If there is evidence that the Contractor may be subject
to debarment, the Department will notify the
Contractor in writing of the evidence which is the
basis for the proposed debarment and will advise the
Contractor of the scheduled date for a debarment
hearing before the Contractor Hearing Board.

The Contractor Hearing Board will conduct a hearing
where evidence on the proposed debarment is
presented. The Contractor and/or the Contractor's
representative shall be given an opportunity to submit
evidence at that hearing. After the hearing, the
Contractor Hearing Board shall prepare a tentative
proposed decision, which shall contain a
recommendation regarding whether the Contractor
should be debarred, and, if so, the appropriate length
of time of the debarment. The Contractor and the
Department shall be provided an opportunity to object
to the tentative proposed decision prior to its
presentation to the Board of Supervisors.

After consideration of any objections, or if no
objections are submitted, a record of the hearing, the
proposed decision, and any other recommendation of
the Contractor Hearing Board shall be presented to
the Board of Supervisors.

Full-time employees
providing short-term, temporary services of 90 days or
less within a 12-month period are not considered full-time
for purposes of the Jury Service Program.

lack of business integrity or business honesty, or (4) made

or submitted a false claim against the County or any other
public entity.

1. If there is evidence that the Contractor may be subject
to debarment, the Department will notify the
Contractor in writing of the evidence which is the
basis for the proposed debarment and will advise the
Contractor of the scheduled date for a debarment
hearing before the Contractor Hearing Board.

2. The Contractor Hearing Board will conduct a hearing
where evidence on the proposed debarment is
presented.

perform a contract with the County, any other public entity,
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or a nonprofit corporation created by the County, or

engaged in a pattern or practice which negatively reflects

on same, (3) committed an act or offense which indicates a

lack of business integrity or business honesty, or (4) made

or submitted a false claim against the County or any other

public entity.

The County and the Contractor hereby agree to regard facsimile
representations of original signatures of authorized officers of each
party, when appearing in appropriate places on the Amendments
prepared pursuant to sub-paragraph 8.1, and received via
communications facilities, as legally sufficient evidence that such
original signatures have been affixed to Amendments to this Master
Agreement, such that the parties need not follow up facsimile
transmissions of such documents with subsequent (non-facsimile)
transmission of “original” versions of such documents.
FAIR LABOR STANDARDS
The Contractor shall comply with all applicable provisions of the
Federal Fair Labor Standards Act and shall indemnify, defend, and
